Pre-School Clinic 
To Meet Monday 
At Center School 


Saturday, May 25, the annual 
pre-school clinic will be held at 
the Center school from 9 to 11 
a.m. Any child who will enter the 
first grade in September should 
attend this clinic. A physical ex- 
amination will be given by the 
school physician and first grade 
teachers will be present so that 
the prospective pupils may meet 
them. 

Each child should bring his 
birth and vaccination certificates. 

Children who will be six years 
old by Jan. 1, 1958, will be eligible 
to start school in the fall. 

Pupils planning to enter Cen- 
ter school kindergarten are re- 
quired, by law, to have physical 
examinations, either by their own 
physicians or at a well child clinic 
which is scheduled for June. Age 
requirement is 5 years by Jan. 1, 
1958. Birth and vaccination certi- 
ficatez will also be required by 
these youngsters.
